Australian goalscoring heroes Harry Kewell and 
Craig Moore looked like men who had just won 
the FIFA World Cup after sending the Socceroos 
through to the Round of 16 with their 2-2 draw 
against Croatia. 

Full of pride and excitement, the pair gave exclu- 
sive interviews to FIFAworldcup.com as the dust 
settled on Australia’s qualification from Group F, 
‘They tried to sum up their intense feelings after a 
night of true drama in Stuttgart, when the Aussies 
trailed twice but got the point they needed, 

Kewell said; “On a personal level, it’s just unbe- 
lievable, but it’s not really about a personal thing. 


‘enjoyed it for a split second, but it’s a team per- 
formance. That goal I scored wasn’t only for my- 
self, it was for the whole team and the nation. The 
fans have supported us so much from day one. The 
crowd at the game was just superb and they are our 
12th man.” 

For Kewell, the disappointments of sustaining groin 
injuries in the 2005 UEFA Champions League final 
and 2006 FA Cup final with Liverpool were not for- 
gotten, but the sense of redemption was palpable as 
he paid tribute to the people who helped him back 
on the road to recovery and rescued his dream of 
playing in the FIFA World Cup. 

“[ have been in a few big games and through no 
fault of my own I’ve ended up limping out,” he 
said. “It just goes to show that if you work hard you 
can come back. I have to give a big thanks to the 
medical staff of Australia and Liverpool. They’ve 
put up with me complaining about the same injury 
for two years and I must have done their heads in, 
but they have all stuck by me, The respect they 
give me is fantastic and without them, I wouldn’t 
be here.” 

Kewell’s all-important second equaliser came min- 
utes after being twice denied by Croatia goalkeeper 
Stipe Pletikosa and he said: “You just have to keep 
going. If you don’t try, you don’t get and usually 
‘one out of ten will go in for you! Even at 2-1 down, 
you don’t let thoughts of losing come into your 
mind, The substitutes that came on changed the 
game for us, they worked their socks off. It’s per- 
fect for the Australian team to have guys like that 
coming on and creating chances for us.”

PARREIRA WEARY OF GHANA 


Ghana could cause five-times champions Bra- 
zil all sorts of problems in their FIFA World 
Cup™ second round clash on Monday admit- 
ted Brazilian coach Carlos Alberto Parreira 
on Saturday. 

The 63-year-old said he expected the Ghana- 
ians to come out all guns blazing as they had 
nothing to lose having already done superbly 
to reach the last 16 beating UEFA EURO 
2004 semi-finalists Czech Republic and 2002 
FIFA World Cup quarter-finalists the United 
States in the group stage. 

“You would do well to remeniber their pedi- 
gree,” said Parreira, who coached the ‘Black 
Stars’ in 1968. 

“Ghana like Cameroon and Nigeria are out- 
standing teams. 

“They have talented players and they are not 
as naive as they were. 

“Their players play all over Europe, and they 
haye lost their innocence. 

“We hope to maintain our unbeaten record 
against African teams but we have to respect 
Ghana, 

“There may be no Michael Essien (he is sus- 
pended), but there is Stephen Appiah. 

“They (Ghana) are good, and they have noth- 
ing to lose. 


“They are playing against the five-time world 
champions and one of the favourites for this 
title. 

“They will shoot on sight. They will be ag- 
gressive and we have to work out how to pass 
the ball around under those circumstances,” 
added Parreira, who is in his third spell as 
Brazil coach and landed the 1994 FIFA World 
Cup in his second try at the job. 

Parreira, who revised his decision neyer to 
coach the national side again after taking a 
load of personal abuse following the 1994 
finals, denied that there was any friction be- 
tween himself and barrel-chested Inter Milan 
striker Adriano, who was rumoured to be un- 
happy at not playing in the final group match 
against Japan. 

“No, I don’t find that he is depressed,” said 
Parreira, who has also coached Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia at the FIFA World Cup finals. 
“Adriano (who scored in the 2-0 win over 
Australia) has trained well and in any case 
there is no reason to be depressed because 
you have not played in one match. 

“The coach does what he feels best is for the 
team. There are 23 players in the squad and 
none of them should feel depressed.”

With Italy up next in Kaiserslautern on Monday, 
Kewell beamed from ear to ear as he looked for- 
ward to the prospect. “It’s going to be fantastic,” he 
said. “We weren’t even supposed to get this far, A 
lot of people wrote us off, but we were quietly con- 
fident and we don’t fear anybody. We lost against 
the world’s best when we played’Brazil, but we've 
got nothing to be ashamed of. 

“Against Italy we've got to out there and play our 
football and not worry about the opposition, It’s the 
first time our nation have qualified past this stage, 
80 We are going to go out and enjoy it.”

Golden Boot race heats up in ’ 
Elimination Round 


THE ROAD TO GOLD: As if having one 
leading contender for the adidas Golden 
Shoe was not enough, Germany now have 
two. After Miroslav Klose’s two-goal ex- 
ploits against Ecuador, today was-the turn 
of his forward partner Lukas Podolski who 
propelled Germany into the quarter-finals 
by netting both goals in the 2-0 defeat of 
Sweden. 

Unlike Klose, Podolski took his time finding 
his range in this FIFA World Cup™ but after 
getting his first goal of the finals against Ec- 
uador, the 21-year-old needed no invitation to 
make his mark against the Swedes in Munich, 
striking twice inside 12 minutes to establish a 
winning platform for his team. 

Podolski’s pair leaves him with three goals in 


four matches and iff joint-second 
place in the Golden Shoe stand- 
ings, just one behind his col- 
league Klose. Those who cling 
to the old stereotype of dour, 
efficient German football will 
have to rethink as they see two 
strikers from “the Mannschaft 
trade blows in the fight for the 
scorers’ prize. 

“They don’t play like a typi- 

cal German side,” said Sweden 

captain Olof Mellberg after an 
impressive attacking display 
from Jurgen Klinsman’s men, 

And the irony of today’s per- 

formance was that it was Klose 

who helped Podolski close the 
gap at the top. 

The senior member of the part- 
nership set up both goals; for the 
first, it was his shot that Andreas Isakkson 
parried into Podolski’s path; for the second, 
his cute pass sent Podolski on his way. Af- 
terwards, Klose had kind words for his team- 
mate: “He showed today just how important 
he is when he’s fit and believes in himself.” 
Tellingly, if these two keep up their shared 
pursuit of the Golden Shoe, they could well 
take Germany to another, more coveted piece 
of gold. 

Klose’s competition does not come solely 
from within his own camp,-of course and he 
will come up against two other challengers in 
the hésts’ quarter-final showdown with Ar- 
gentina, the day’s other winning team. Both 
Hernan Crespo and Maxi Rodriguez moved 
level with Podolski and Fernando Torres af- 
ter recording their third gaals of these finals 
against Mexico. 

Rodriguez’s rocket followed his earlier dou- 
ble against Serbia and Montenegro — and will 
be an outstanding candidate for the best of the 
lot come July.

Entering the UK we were overwhelmed by the 
amount of St George flags flying from every 
house, shop and car. The daily newspapers all 
have their daily World Cup specials, and with 
mixed reaction from the first game, the media 
had decided to produce endless articles of de- 
bate about whether Rooney would be fit and 
whether he would, should or could play. 

In Cardiff, the Capital of Wales, we saw Eng- 
land versus Trinidad & Tobago. The local pub 
had 31 world flags hung over the bar, and 
while Welsh principles meant the English flag 
would not adorn a Welsh establishment, the

Ever since I can remember, previous Socceroos 
coaches showed little or no imagination in their 
tactics against opposition teams, 

Enter Guus Hiddink. Now, finally we have 
found a coach who is prepared to experiment, 
take risks and produce a brand of football that 
has put Australia well and truly on the map as a 
nation to be reckoned with. 

‘There was nothing more frustrating than watch- 
ing previous World Cup campaigns where Aus- 
tralia would play its home leg with one lone 
striker, try a pinch a goal and then travel over- 
seas to play the return leg, hoping for a happy

These coaches sat back with arms folded look- 
ing for miracles to occur without any input from 
them whatsoever, tactically or positional.

They say a week is a long time in polities, but in 
football it can seem like a lifetime, especially if 
you're the coach. 

So far this year no less than eight Premier league 
coaches have either jumped, been pushed or moved 
of their own accord. The same trend is apparent 
right the way down through the metro leagues to 
the provisional divisions. 

Someone who bucks this trend is Langwarrin coach 
Gus Macleod. The Glasgow born Macleod is in his 
eighth year at the Division One club and there is no 
idence his tenure is under threat, particularly in 
light of the weekends comprehensive 3-0 win over 
Port Melbourne. 

One explanation for his longevity is that the club 
plots its course in five year lots, rather than sea- 
son to season, and their committee is not prone to 
hysteria or rash decisions. Success, undoubtedly, is 
the other, 

Upon migrating to Australia in the early 1980"s Ma- 
cleod went to Green Gully, playing in the 1981/82 
Docherty Cup winning sides. He commenced his 
coaching career shortly after at Fawkner whereby 
he won the 1984 Docherty Cup in his inaugural 
year, Two years later he returned to Gully as coach

and again won the Cup. 

He had a tilt at the NSL with Footscray JUST, as 
well as brief stints with Sunshine Georgies and 
Albion, before settling into Springvale City for an 
eight year tenure. 

He came to Langwarrin in 1998, then a struggling 
division four side, and neither he or the club has 
looked back since. = 

Stan Webster, former Dandenong Thunder coach 
who was himself sacked a few weeks ago, confirms 
Macleod’s longevity is due to a combination of suc- 
cess and a stable committee. 

“The club has stuck by Gus and in retum he has 
brought them up to Division One from the lower 
leagues,” sa 
Webster says clubs that are constantly changing 
coaches tend fo se-saw up and down the divisions. 
“They lose a few games, someone on the committee 
thinks his son deserves a game and the next thing 
they are looking for a new coach,” says Webster. 
Interference from club offitials is by no means iso- 
lated to any one league. 

In the early days of Perth Glory, team owner Nick 
Tana was renowned for strolling into the rooms pre 
match and vociferously changing the team sheet to 
suit himself to the horror of then coach Gary Ma- 
rocchi. 

Macleod has a simple yet effective means of deal- 
ing with soccer mums these days. Ifa parent comes 
to him complaining about little Johnny not getting 
arun, he asks them to score the player out of ten on 
a few key performance indicators. He’s yet to have 
one return, * 

Macleod is certain that a big part of being a good 
coach is time and experience; he is surprised at the 
number of coaches now in the game under the age 
of thirty. His advice to those coaches is that they 
only focus on what is within their control, namely 
players and player management. 

“Don’t get too caught up with the committee, spec- 
tators or commentators. 

Respect them, especially those who’ve been around 
a long time, but realise that you only control the

players and make them your focus,” he says. 
“Organisation, discipline and fitness” are the Scots- 
man’s mantra; he says that without these funda- 
mentals teams will always struggle. 

Another requirement for a successful coach is “bal- 
ance”. Whether it is juggling the demands of the 
committee and the team, family and football, or be- 
tween working hard and having a laugh, “balance”, 
according to Macleod, is the key. 

Langwarrin midfielder Ben Cafitey has played 
under Macleod since 1999. He says his dedication 
to the club has eamed him immeasurable respect 
around the place. 

“He makes sure all the players are assigned to a ju- 
nior team and he’s always there early to watch the 
Reserves,” says Cafirey. 

“He instills confidence into players, he discusses 
any problems with you and he never attacks anyone 
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personally. He’ll go off at us if we are slack, but 
he usually does so to the collective, not the indi- 
vidual. e 
Another player to have benefited from Macleod’s 
mentoring pulled the boots on for Australia on Sun- 
day night, At age 15 midfielder Vince Grella was 
the youngest player McCleod ever picked to play 
senior football. If.Grella is an indication of what 
he can help to achieve in players you can guarantee 
he'll be around for a while to come.

nity that presented itself back 
then, Over three decades 
later, after much pain, suffer- 
ing, indecision and misdirec- 
tion, all the elements seem to 
be in place for the local game 
to really come into its own 
and provide a truly compe- 
tent platform whereby young 
players can ply their trade. 
While it seems the whole 
country has finally twigged 
that it is “ok” to follow the 
national team as their own, I 
suppose the next issue on the 
agenda is to try and convince 
the same people that it’s also 
“ok” to wear the colours of a 
local club. With the A-league 
season running for practi- 
cally only half the year, I be- 
lieve it’s time the Vodafone 
Cup sides also take heed of 
the moment by broadening 
their appeal and becoming more involved on a 
community level.
